"Each 'Regulation', 'Rule'., 'Sub-rule\ f Bye-law\ etc, 
framed in pursuance of the legislative functions delegated by 
Assembly to subordinate authority and which is required,

The power directly given to a department to carry out the 
generally stated purposes of an Act by detailed rules is sub- 
ordinate or Supplementary Legislation. It has been consider- 
ed necessary to safeguard and limit the powers so given to a 
department by appointing a Committee with the power to 
scrutinise each piece of Regulation, Sub-rule or Bye-law framed 
in pursuance of . he legislative functions delegated by the House 
to a subordinate authority. For this purpose, a direction in 
the parent Act regarding such rules or orders to lie upon the 
Table after or, before they, are made, was considered necessary. 
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In May's parliamentary practice* also it has been stated : 

"In the House of Commons, since 1943 a sessional Select 
Committee on statutory rules or orders has been appointed 
to scrutinise all subordinate legislation which is laid before the 
House, which either requires an affirmation or is exposed to 
annulments on negative resolution. " 

Therefore, I am of the view that the Subordinate Legisla- 
tion Committee has no authority to scrutinise the statutory 
rules or orders unless it is provided in the parent Act that such 
rules or orders should be laid before the Assembly*

Mr. Speaker : Motion moved. 

*Shri V. D. Deshpande : I do not wish to take the time of 
the House because the Members desire to discuss the report 
regarding Planning, I am simply wondering about the 
attitude of the Government. Those who were along with us 
in the prison talked so many things and recommended and 
asked for so many reforms. Even our Prime Minsiter in his 
* Autobiography' has said so many things on the prisons. Then 
we thought that when he comes to power he would amend the 
Central Prisons Act accordingly . That has not been the case. 
Of course, lesser leaders — so to say—probably do not feel confi- 
dent enough to amend the Act when it actually comes before 
the State Legislature. I would very much have appreciated — 
not only myself, but all the Members of this House would 
have appreciated if the hon. Deputy Home Minister had risen 
to the occasion and tried to improve this Bill, to suit it to 
the modern ideas and made a psychological approach to this 
problem of prisons and prisoners. I regret to find that that 
sort of attitude has not been taken by the Government. 

I find some times that a sort of wall is standing somewhere 
and as soon as some Members go to the Treasury Benches 
they seem to stick to the old ideas, to the same old bureaucra- 
tic form, to the old set up, and even if reason tells them 
that certain things should be accepted, the conventions and 
traditions stand in their way probably and even good sugges- 
tions and suggestions which are appreciated in theory and 
in spirit are refused in practice. For example, regarding 
the Rules to be placed before the House I do not think, if I 
ask privately any Members from that side, will argue that 
it is undemocratic to place the Rules before the Assembly. 
But when it comes here, I find a sort of reluctance on the part 
of the Government to make even simple changes. I do not 
know the way out of this. Many a time the hon. 
Deputy Home Minister has said that even good things are 
not appreciated. We certainly appreciate good things. For 
example, certain clauses regarding flogging etc., have been 
omitted and we appreciated those changes- Will the hon* 
Deputy Home Minister point out to me that it has been done 
at our instance ? Is it not a fact that in the party meeting of 
the Congress that certain changes were agreed to ?

Mr. Speaker : I want to invite the attention of the Leader 
of the Opposition to Rule 138 (3) which says 'on the motion 
for third reading of a Bill, only verbal amendments or amend- 
ments consequential to the amendments made in the Bill when 
the Bill was read clause by clause, may be moved'.

No amendments can be 
moved at this stage. I am expressing my opinion and I 
want to put it before the House that the Treasury Benches 
do not think it necessary to change the legislation regarding 
the Prisons in the light of our past experience — common expe- 
rience of that side and this side — and in the light of modern out 
look towards jails. I hope in future sometime the light will- 
dawn on them and certain changes will be made. Any way 
I express my disappointment at the attitude of the Home 
Minister and the Deputy Home Minister. It is the only thing 
I wish to express at the time of the third reading of the Bill.

Discussion on the statement on plannig & Development 

in Hydarabad State 

Mr. Speaker : Now we shall take tip item No. 4 on the agenda, 
namely, discussion on the statement made by Dr. M. Chcnna 
Reddy, 

Shri V. D. Deshpande : A motion was moved by Shri 
V, B. Raju. Perhaps, he wants to speak on that first. 

Shri V. B* Raju (Secunderabad-Caneral) : Yes, if I am 
permitted. Mr. Speaker, Sir. The hon. Minister for planning

(Interruptions) 

' Shri F. B. Raju: Mr. Speaker, Sir. Many hon. Members 
. are interrupting me. 

Mr. Speaker : Speak in a language that can be understood 
by them. Otherwise they will be deprived of knowing what 
the hon, Member is saying. 
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Shri V. B. Raju : I feel it immensely difficult, Mr. Speaker, 
Sir. Interruptions. The hon. Minister for Planning has read a very 
long statement which contains a lot of information and details 
and also certain observations on the policy matters. Planning 
in our country started in the year 1951-52, certain broad objec- 
tives were defined and they are quite specific. The first ob- 
jective is that the per capita income should be increased. It 
has to be followed by an equitable distribution of wealth, 
i.e., reducing or minimising the inequalities in the possession 
of wealth. And thirdly, which is connected with these two, 
is providing full employment. To achieve these three objec- 
tives, a programme has been drawn and it is termed as Five- 
year Plan. I expected that the hon. Minister of planning would 
give some details as to how the State has endeavoured or how 
the Government has endeavoured to achieve these objectives 
through this programme. His note mostly contains matters 
relating to increasing production. In my opinion, increasing 
production is not the main factor but is incidental in implemen- 
ting this programme to achieve these objectives. But as 
the common man understands only in terms of concrete ob- 
jectives, we have to lay stress in our debates, on the programme 
rather than the broad policies or objectives. So I do not, 
at this moment, propose to go into the discussion of the objec- 
tives or policies, but confine myself to observe or throw some 
light on certain broad outlines of the programme. Our Hyder- 
abad State after the Police Action had a period of two and a 
half years before the Plan commenced. It is very necessary 
to examine the finances of the State in those two and a half 
years before we can consider the finances in the planning period. 
It is nearly three and a half years since the Plan came into imple- 
mentation and the basic year 50-51 is for us an important year 
for studying the finances of the State. The plan that has been 
drawn is not to create an entirely economic structure. It is only 
to re-model the economic structure that was handed over to 
us. Many have an erroneous notion that this plan is going 
to build entirely a new thing. They do not seem to know 

that we have been handed over in 1950-1951 a structure which 
very badly needed remodelling. To concretise, I can say that 
there are two parts in every residential house — one I call a 

public apartment and the other the private portion of the 
House. The drawing rrom, the study room, front verandah, 
all these are more for show and mean more for the visitors than 

for the comfort of the inhabitants in it. Similarly in our 1950- 
51 budget, we find a 'Nawabf expenditure was there. That is 
the drawing room has been very touch equipped while the three 
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rooms dining room, kitchen, and bed room which are the prime 
necessaries of the house-hold people inconveniently disigned, 
were ill-equipped and were very uncomfortable for the in- 
habitants. So we had to see that this house was so remodel- 
led as to make it more comfortable for the inhabitants. For 
that a plan has been drawn. I mean to say that there are 
two main chapters or two broad divisions in the Budget, 
One is the expenditure on non-developmental activity and the 
other is that on developmental caetivity. In the non-deve- 
lopmental activity, again, there are two sub-sections — one is 
the expenditure on administrative services and the other 
is payments towards liabilities and debt services. What we 
have been asked by our people is that the expenditure on the 
non-nation-building activities should be reduced and the 
expenditure on the nation-building items should be increased. 
That is how we have been asked to prepare a plan and to imple- 
ment the Plan. We must see how far in these three years 
we have achieved this objective, or we have been able to 
implement that order of the people. If the hon. Members of 
this House would spend some time and examine the budget of 
1950-51 on the expenditure side, it contains heavy expenditure 
on certain items, — — the Police, the Rationing Department, 
the Food Department, some expenditure on non-Indian State 
Forces, which really lay a heavy burden on the tax-payer. 
This expenditure has to be curtailed for the immediate reason 
or immediate requirement, namely to remove the deficit of 
1.37 crores in that year. Unfortunately the base-year for 
our Plan was a deficit year. That is the planning period has 
been burdened with an annual deficit of 1 . 37 crores of rupees. 
So our first concern was to remove that deficit, to see that 1 . 37 
crores of rupees every year was reduced in expenditure. This 
was the very first concern of ours before we could find money 
for feeding the planned items of development. We shall now 
examine whether we have been able to do so or not. Then 
secondly, we have been asked to change the balance between 
these two, that is, the expenditure on development items and 
non-development items. If the State is to progress it must 
have the minimum most expenditure on administrative ser- 
vices,^ Unfortunately, due to certain difficulties obtaining 
then in Hyderabad State, the per capita administrative expen- 
diture was one of the highest, 'So, in these three years of 
planning some effort, or I can say a great endeavour was made 
to reduce that high expenditure and there has been definitely 
some success, Before I go into details of the 1950-51 budget 
I would like to say one thing about the Plan itself. What fe 
the size of this Plan. The size of this Plan started with 40. &§ 
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crores before it was made known to the people in detail. It 
went up to 41.66 crores. But unfortunately our planners 
have not picked it up. Still they are maintaining 40.53. 
The Government of India has already made this change and 
it has gone into its books. The Hyderabad Plan as amounting 
to 41.66 has already been made known to everybody, but 
still we find 40 . 53 alone being provided every where. I do 
not know, in the latest note that was handed over to us after 3^ 
years still we find only 40.53. I hope the hon. Minister for 
Planning will make note of it and would ask the department 
and make necessary change in the figure. Afterwards 
some supplementary items have been added. Those items as 
have been made known to the House by the hon. Minister 
for Planning amount to 8.14 crores. It did not 
stop there. A further supplementary list was prepared which 
is stated to cost 2,37 crores which includes contour bunding 
also. And it seems from the Statement of the hon. Minister 
that the Plan is not going to stop there. It is going to be en- 
hanced by another 3 . 75 crores for Lower Krishna and Poorna 
Projects. When all these figures are added it goes to 54 crores 
and I am sure that neither the Assembly Members nor the 
Members of the Government nor our officials will be satisfied 
by these 54 crores, because any body may ask for any item 
which may find a place in the Plan. There are items that are 
still missing for which, I think, expenditure has already been 
incurred. ■ I have tried to prepare a list for the benefit of the 
hon. Minister and the hon. Members, and there is a big 
list which needs to be added. They are these roughly. The 
Community Project Development is included in the Plan but 
whether it contains National extension service is not known. 
If it contains well, quite good. It does not include Hydro- 
electric Scheme of Thungabadra about which we hear so much. 
It is strongly rumoured that sanction is being awaited, sanc- 
tion is almost got and all such things are said. Rut I do not 
find it in the Plan. Then there are Tribal Welfare Schemes, 
and anticipated additional expenditure for repairs of breached 
tanks. Only the minimum expenditure was entered* But 
by the representation of the State Government more mom M 
is being secured for repairs to breached tanks and I do nol 
find that the same expenditure has been included in the Plan. 

In the departmental note that is given to us, under Tunga- 
bhadra 2 crores of rupees seems to be the increase over the 
revised estimate. The re-revised estimate will be 25 crores 
instead of 23 crores. Hon. Members would remember that this 
big project — historic project — started with 9 crores estimate, 
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gradually went upto 23 crores, and now it is said that the esti- 
mated expenditure is 25 crores. We do not know what it 
would come to ultimately—it would be anybody's guess when it 
is complete. Now, what is the effect of this increased estimate 
on the expenditure during the Planning period is not considered 
and, to that extent, no addition has been made. 

In regard to new roads also, my complaint is that no 
expenditure has been added for new roads. Expenditure 
onlv for the maintenance of roads has been added. 

Developmental work under Nizamsagar does not find a 
place there. Lastly, even though the expenditure is being 
met from the funds of the R. T. D. itself, the expenditure 
estimated is not included in the Plan. 

Anyhow, I have tried just to mention a few items which 
need to find a place in the Plan ; and if those items also find 
a place, I am sure the size of the plan in terms of money would 
go upto 60 crores. 

I think this will be a nearly correct picture that the Govern- 
ment and hon. Members of this House would keep in view. 

After stating about the size of the plan, I will have to 
make a few remarks about the implication of these figures. 
Originally when the plan was prepared, unfortunately I was 
associated with it and I have got certain responsibility to 
explain 

Shri F. D. Deshpande : Why should the hon. Member 
feel it 'unfortunate 9 now ? 

Shri V. B. Raju : I am glad the hon. Leader of the Oppo- 
sition has anticipated and put this question and I cannot but 
be critical about the plan and that being so, while defending 
myself I have to be critical. As the hon. Minister himself 
has suggested that he requires constructive suggestions from 
the House, any criticism would be to help the Government 
and the Department concerned to improve upon the Plan 
before the end of this year. 

If I can explain in a few minutes, — because, to go through 
every item, it will be taking too much time of the House,— 
I must limit myself to broad details, 
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Originally when the plan was prepared at an estimated 
expenditure of 40.5 crores, it was considered, and it is now 
agreed also, that some money would be available in the budget 
of 1950-51 itself which may be taken into consideration. Only 
those who understand the details of finance or technicalities 
of finance would be able to catch the point immediately, viz., 
that in every year's budget even without planning there is 
some expenditure which goes for new items. Even without 
the plan, every year Government open a few more schools, 
lay out a few more miles of road, repair a few tanks, etc., and 
so certain expenditure is inherent in the 1950-51 budget itself. 
If that budget level is maintained throughout, that expendi- 
ture is available. Originally we took into account 5.40 
crores would be available to the plan from the 1950-51 bud- 
get. Thus, the real effective plan was 40.5 crores minus 
5.4 crores, i.e., 35 crores. New money has to be found to 
the extent of 35 crores. But that 5 . 4 crores is now reviewed 
and now the Government says it is 3.2 crores* We can accept 
that figures. So to say, the budget *of 1950 itself has provi- 
ded an amount of 3 . 2 crores. Then in the plan of 40 . 5 crores, 
there is an item, namely, other industries, 2.94 crores 
is purely giving loans. It is not an expenditure. The 
moneys of the plan can be expended in three channels : they 
are, (i) expenditure, (ii) investment, and {Hi) loans. As a 
matter of fact, this 2.94 crores represents loans and it does 
not affect the targets and the working of the Government to 
any extent* Moreover, the loan that was intended to be 
given to Sirpur and Sirsilk industries was not utilised* As 
a matter of fact, those two industries have passed into private 
hands. Even at that time, it must have been in the minds 
of the Government members that the two industries might 
pass into private hands. So this 2.94 crores is not actually 
spent. This is another point we should bear in mind. 

Even without planning, under capital works every year 
3.75 crores were being provided by the Government — by 
the Vellodi Government, by the Chowdhury Government, 
by Laik Ali Government ; and even if you go back still, you 
find in the budgets of previous years, a few crores of rupees 
were being provided for capital works even without plan. 
In 1950, 3.75 crores was provided for production capital 
works. Now for these five years, if that were repeated, it 
would come to 18.75 crores. Like that, one will find in the 
plan nearly 25 crores of rupees : even without the plan, they 
could have been expended. Even without the Five- Year 
Plan in the Hyderabad Budget, under capital and revenue 
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accounts 25 crores would have been expended. What we 
drew actually was a plan to amount to 40 * 5 crores minus 
25 crores. The real effective plan or the plan for new items 
is thus only to the tune of 15.6 crores. If anybody would 
examine, he would find that the new liability on the State 
Ex-chequer in five years was 15.6 crores. It was a very 
modest plan that we prepared at that time. We were calling 
it a big plan compared to other States ; but if anybody care- 
fully goes through it, it was one of the smallest plans, because 
many of the items in the Plan were items started already by 
the previous Government. Take for example, Tungabhadra 
Irrigation Scheme, Rajulabanda Scheme, Kadam Irrigation 
Scheme, Ramagundam Power Scheme, Nizamsagar Hydro- 
electric Scheme, the Hyderabad Thermal Scheme, the Dist- 
rict Power Scheme, etc. Under Capital Works, all these 
Schemes were started by the previous Government* If there 
was any new item in this Plan, it was Tungabhadra Hydro- 
electric Scheme, the expenditure towards which was not 
shown in the Plan. So to say, in Hyderabad we had been 
handed over certain expenditure which we had to maintain. 
That expenditure was so high even under Developmental 
Heads that we could not afford to take to new items. So I 
was submitting before the House that the Plan for new items 
was estimated to cost only 15.6 crores out of the 40.5 crores. 

Now this 15 . 6 crores could be split up like this : Under 
capital account 9.5 crores, and under revenue account, 6 
crores. Hon. Members can examine 9 . 51 crores in five years, 
Le^ every year if we had provided less than 2 crores for capital 
works in the Government Budget for new works, we were 
completing the plan ; that is to say, if we had provided an 
additional sum of 1.9 crores (9.5 crores divided by 5) every 
year under the capital account, the plan would have been 
completed. 

Similarly, if we had provided Rs. 40. lakhs under our 
revenue expenditure every year, we would be reaching an 
expenditure of Rs. 6 crores under revenue account. That 
is, if we had enhanced our budget expenditure by Rs, 40 
lakhs every year—supposing it was Rs. 25 crores in the first 
year, if we had raised it to 25.4 crores in the subsequent year, 
25 . 8 crores in the following year and 26 . 2 crores in the next 
year— we could have completed the plan, That is, under 
the capital account by an extra provision of Rs. 2 crores and 
under the revenue account by an enhancement of Rs t 40 
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lakhs every year, we would have reached an expenditure of 
Rs. 15.6 crores. When the plan was prepared, it was consi- 
dered to be a modest one, because the new expenditure was 
only Rs. 15 crores and an extra provision of Rs. 2 crores under 
capital account and an enhancement of Rs. 40 lakhs under 
revenue account every year was not big enough. But as I 
said just now, if all these new items are added and if it goes 
up to Rs. 6 crores we do not know where we would be. 

I shall now go back to the year 1950-51 and in a minute 
explain what the budget for 1950-51 contained on the ex- 
penditure side. In the year 1950-51, the expenditure on 
non-developmental works was Rs. 17 crores and the expendi- 
ture on nation-building activities was only Rs. 10 crores, i.e., 
the expenditure side of the budget of 1950-51 was Rs. 27.39 
crores* Out of this, as I have said just now, the expenditure 
on non-developmental activities, i.e., the administrative 
services, payments towards liabilities and debt services, 
was Rs. 17.3 crores and the expenditure on nation-building 
activities was only Rs. 10 crores. When we came to 1953, 
the position was like this. From Rs. 17.38 crores we came 
down to Rs. 15.74 crores on the non-developmental side 
and on the developmental side from Rs. 10 crores we went 
up to Rs. 11.62 crores. So, when we work out this 
graphic development, reducing expenditure on non-develop- 
mental activities and increasing expenditure on develop- 
mental activities, the net effect is as follows. We have 
saved in these three years, " 1951-52, 1952-53 and 1953-54, 
nearly Rs. 3.05 crores. I must congragulate the Finance 
Department and the Finance Minister for having placed our 
State's finances in a stable position by making this saving. 
I would like to state for the benefit of the House that under 
the administrative services, i.e., by reducing the Police, by 
abolishing the rationing Department and the Supply Depart- 
ment, and also by reducing the expenditure on non-Indian 
State Forces, i.e., part of the forces that were left behind and 
by some other items, we have actually saved Rs. 4.9 crores, 
i.e., nearly Rs. 5 crores. But in these Rs. 5 crores (or 
Rs. 4.9 crores) under non-developmental items, some expendi- 
ture was enhanced. What is it? It is, our debt services 
and interest payment have gone up, because we have begun 
to borrow. If the hon. Members go through the report of 
the Indian Finance Commission, they will find th^f the per 
capita public debt in Hyderabad is the highest in India. 
Our public debt today stands at a level of Rs. 64 crores and 
we do not know how much the Government of India would

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share after the settlement of the debt. This debt is going 
up day after day and in these three years we had to pay an 
additional sum of the order of Rs. 1 . 85 erores towards in- 
terest, debt services, pensions, jagir commutation payments, 
Sarf-e-Khas payments, etc. The saving we made, as I said 
before, by reducing our administrative services, i.e., by ret- 
renchment, by sending away the civil teams and doing away 
with the dual administration, etc-, was Rs. 4,9 erores, but 
out of this we had to forego Rs. 1 . 85 erores towards payment 
of the liabilities, which I had mentioned above. Thus, the 
actual saving is Rs. 3.05 erores on non-developmental items 
in these three years. That comes to about a crore of rupees 
on an average every year. What did we do in the nation- 
building activities; we had spent Rs. 1.35 erores more on 
nation-building activities. We should congratulate our- 
selves that we have reduced the expenditure on non-develop- 
mental activities by Rs. 3 erores and we have increased our 
expenditure on nation-building activities by Rs. 1.35 erores. 
The net effect is that in these three years working, by making 
adjustments between our revenue receipts and expenditure, 
we have added to the cash balances nearly Rs. 1.6 erores. 
That is to say, we have not spent much more than what we 
could. This is the position about expenditure and on this 
account I have nothing to complaint. 

I shall now come to the receipts side. This is also a very 
important point. If one has to balance the budget, he must 
reduce the expenditure and enhance the revenue receipts* 
We are committed to the fact that we would collect Rs. 6 
erores by additional taxation to feed the plan. But did wa 
do so ? What is it we have collected from our people ? This 
must be properly considered. Sometimes we *find that 
we are extracting more money from our people than what 
used to be done a few years ago. The position of the revenue 
receipts is like this. For revenue receipts, there are three 
sources: firstly, the State collects taxes from the people 
directly or indirectly, and there is also the commercial re- 
venue; secondly, the Centre makes certain contributions 
by devolution of certain revenue and also by grants ; and 
thirdly, certain amounts axe transferred from the Reserve 
Fund. Through these channels our revenue receipts every 
year are fetched. Now, in 1950-51, the State collected Rs- 
23. 37 erores, What has it collected in 1953-54? (My 
21.83 erores of rupees, The revenue collection by the State 
in 1950*51 is higher than in 1953-54. Xhis point has to to 
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noted. This is the crux of the problem. We are 
thinking that we are collecting more taxes from the people, 
Hon. Members might recall what I said at the time of the 
discussion on the budget last year : any shrewd Government 
or any shrewd political party would tax heavily in the first 
year of their term of Office, and no political ]Hrty could afford 
to tax the people in the last two years of their being in power. 
That is the trouble. Now, the Congress Party is caught 
between the devil and the deep sea. I think we have missed 
the bus. And added to this there is the fall in prices. 
We ought to have taken sufficient care to tax the 
people to feed the plan in 1952-53 itself. But what did we 
do ? We simply reduced our receipts by taking away the 
import duties. We lost Rs. 2; crores by that. Every one 
of us sitting here, without consideration of politics or party 
line, would agree that we need to find more money from the 
people if we have to implement the plan to their requirements. 
Can anybody disprove that we have collected less taxes or leis 
money from the people than we did in 1950 ? If we are not 
going to get the money from the people, how are we going to 
balance our budget and how are we going to pay back the 
loans ? We will be confronted with such a diillcult task 
a later date that we have to sell all our properties, when we 
will not find people to purchase our properties. Our Delhi 
palace will become very old, and even those people who have 
been offering a few lakhs now will not offer that 
much at that time. It is the duty of every one of us to 
examine the revenue receipts of our State, but the question 
would arise : how did we manage if w r e have been collecting 
less and if we have been spending more on the developmental 
items ? 

Of coruse, as I have already submitted, we have made cer- 
tain reduction in our expenditure on the non-developmental 
side. But, hon, Members would remember that we had a 
deficit of Rs. 1 .3 crores in 1950-51, and if that Rs. 1 .37 crores 
deficit was repeated in these three years we would have been 
deficit by about Rs. 4.11 crores. Secondly, as I had mentioned 
earlier, we had spent an extra amount of 1 . 35 crores on the 
developmental items. Where did we find this money from ? 
Just now, I have showed that we have saved about Rs. 3 
crores. But that is not all. The Government of India came 
to our rescue. We must thank the Finance Commission for this. 
Previously we were getting only a subvention of Rs. 1 . 19 
crores, but on the recommendations of the Finance Comm- 
ission, from 1952-53 we are getting Rs. 3.35 crores. This was 
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a windfall and there was a sudden rise in our revenues. Thus, 
we had an additional income of Rs. 6.1 crores in these three 
years. If the Government of India had not given this addi- 
tional sum— it is not a loan, mind that ; it is purely a devolu- 
tion of the Income-tax revenue and also Central Excise Re- 
venue and oth$f grants we would have been in deficit 

by Rs. 6 crores more. This provision of Rs. 6.10 crores more 
by the Government^ India coming to our rescue has made 
all the difference.j|By that process we were able to wipe 
out the deficit and have added to our cash balances Rs, 1 , 62 
crores j which is available for works ^on the capital side. So 
fax about the^Revenue account. 

In 1954-55^6 have committed ourselves to provide more 
for the plan, I do not know whether the same old technique 
as was done in 1952-53 will be repeated now, only showing the 
amounts in the budget and not releasing the monies under 
the pretext that they were not available. If such a contin- 
gency arises this year, we must take it that our plan has 
failed, because 1952-53 was the worst year ; in 1952-53 we 
had spent less than what we had spent in 1950-51. On the 
other hand, we had shown a surplus budget. What is the fun of 
our showing a surplus budget and not providing for the planned 
items. As a matter of fact, our officers ought to have anti- 
cipated that the recommendations of tlie Finance Commission 
would be operative from the year 1952-53 and released monies 
in advance. That was not done. That being so, we lost 
a good year, 1952-53 and we sat tight without implementing 
the plan, particularly under the revenue account. So, I 
wish that the year 1954-55 would not be like that. 

[Mr. Deputy Speaker in the Chair] 

I shall now come to the Capital Account. Under this 
Account, the Governments that were in office before the plan- 
ning period spent about Rs. 12 crores on the Tungabhadra 
and Godavari and other schemes. 

In these, three years we have spent 16 crores. 16 plus 12 
crores i.e., 28 crores are thus locked up in these schemes. I 
shall now pose this question to the Public Works and Finance 
Ministers. After all the Planning Minister is merely a co- 
ordinating minister ; he will only collect information-he some- 
times works like a Post Office or a Despatching Section. But 
the concerned Minister is particularly the Minister for P.W.D. 
and xt is an important thing that the P.W.D.Minister should 
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keep in view and the Finance Minister should be after him : 
Out of this 28 crores that is kept for productive investment, 
what is it that we are now getting ? Nothing. In Tungabhadra 
we were promised, by April I9J4, water would be let out to 
cover 1 lakh 54 thousand acres. The P.YV.D. Minister told the 
other day that only 3 thousand new acres were brought under 
cultivation. But in the note circulated here yesterday, I 
do not find even that. So a lakh and 54 thousand acres were 
scheduled to be brought under irrigation before end of March 
1954. Nearly six months has passed and we are expecting a 
statement by the P. vVJD. Minister. How are we going to answer 
the people ? I would tell the hon. Members that we too have 
to pose the question to ourselves. 

. Shri V. D. Deshpande : And to the unfortunate Ministers 

(Laughter). 

Shri V. B. Raju : I am sorry to state that the Leader of 
the Opposition is not better-placed in any way because there 
is nothing even the Leader of the Opposition could do. But 
it is the people who have to bring the land under cultivation. 
The water is readv in the reservior. The Government 
has expended the money, built the reservoir. More than 5 
lakhs of acres are to be brought under cultivation ultimately. 
If these lands are to be levelled, bunded and terranced, who 
is to do it ? The Government or the people ? In the note 
that was submitted yesterday to us, so many questions 
were posed. About 7 to 8 crores of rupees are estimated to be 
required for bringing the land under cultivation. But in fu- 
ture if our P.W.D. engineers could secure the co-operation 
of economists and see that before the water is collected in any 
reservoir the land is ready for' cultivation it would be very 
good. Otherwise waiting for fifteen years to get results after 
so much heavy investment would amount to liquidating our 
State. Nothing more or less than that. That is the fate of 
Tungabhadra. 

Now, let us turn to Rajulabunda. At Rajulabanda tike 
Government has to acquire a village on that side of the border. 
We have been hard-placed for the last three years on this score 
and every time the project is advanced by two years. The 
members may know how much money we spend as interest. 
Therefore there is a regular loss without return. If we are 
businessmen as we must be while dealing subjects like finance 
and economics, we will be grieved to learn that simply because 
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of the difficulty of acquiring a certain land or a village on that 
side, the completion of the project is delayed indefinitely. 
The canal is almost ready. We do not know whether we 
are going to get the site or not. First we had to deal with 
Madras and now with Andhra, but still nothing is happening. 

The third big project is Ramagundam. The Government 
is asking us to make an additional investment of Rs. 1 crore and 
25 lakhs. But what about the target date ? The hon. Mem- 
bers will be surprised to know that every work is delayed by 
two or three years. Similar is the case with the Nizamsagar 
Hydro-electric scheme. That scheme was to be completed 
by the end of 1952 and we are now in September 1954. They 
are asking us for about 50 lakhs more and they promise to com- 
plete the work by the end of 1955. Even after spending, by 
this time 27 or 28 crores, we have not been able to get water 
even for three thousand acres or produce one Killowat power. 
More than 27 crores have thus been locked up and when are 
we going to have any return ? The effect of this lock-up is 
on the current budget i.e about 1 crore of rupees has to be spent 
in the shape of interest and redemption, which will have to be 
charged to the revenue account. We have to pay interest, 
every six months. We have to deposit some amount in the 
Sinking Fund for redumption. That is bound to affect our 
revenue Budget. But the receipts do not seem to go up. We 
have taken away customs duty. Our excise receipts are com- 
ing down. There would have been an increase in land revenue, 
if water was let out and more lands were brought under irriga- 
tion. Our position, is therefore precarious. If the Finance 
Commission had not recommended an extra 2 crores, we would 
have been nowhere. This has to be examined by a committee 
of Members of this House very thoroughly. Why are these 
works being delayed ? We are not going to be convinced by 
the excuses our officers give. There is a limit for it. 

Let us take the revised estimates. I am now posing a 
question : Is the Government accepting the revised esti- 
mates ? Is the Finance Department accepting them ? 

Dr. Chenna Reddy : Yes, Yes. 

Shri F. B. Raju : If they have accepted, what is the unit 
cost ? Why is it going up ? Is it because, as it is stated, of 
increase in the number of items, increased quantities or in- 
creased rates ? We have been seeing already that the prices 
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have come down. There is at least 25% reduction in the price 
of rice and other foodstuffs. Other commodities also, in their 
turn, are coming down in price. If that be the case, it has to 
be examined whether the unit cost has to be maintained at 
the same level or should come down. Our estimates should 
actually go down, in my opinion. Then alone can we complete 
and implement the plan. As I have already submitted, this 
is not a party matter. It is the concern of the Ministers, the 
Government, the 175 members in this House who are the cust- 
todians of the wealth and finances of the people. When we 
are having this 27 or 28 crores hanging in the balance, debating 
about a few lakhs which have to be spent for this school or 
that hospital or a road are minor things. • We need not dis- 
cuss about manures and the activities of the Agricultural 
Department here. They have reached the targets and they 
are after all spending only a few lakhs, over manures or seeds. 
Where we are spending crores and crores we would not 
give our attention and instead we talk here about the few 
lakhs. We are not businessmen. Members speaking on the 
subject of planning in our State have to draw the attention of 
the Government that these 27 crores of rupees must be really 
productive and they ought to begin to yield something. 

Before I proceed further, I would like to know how much 
more time I would be allowed ? 

» ■• 
Mr. Deputy Speaker : The time to be allowed to other 
Members would depend on the time the hon. Member takes. 

Shri V. B. Raju : When I spoke about capital works, I 
already mentioned how in our anxiety for big projects, we are 
ill-spending our money and how our money is being locked up 
We should be very careful in the future, in the second five 
year plan. If everybody demands a project in his village 
I think it would not be leading us anywhere. Promises are 
given every time, but no item will be.completed in the planning 
period. Keeping the welfare of the people in view, we should 
now see first, that the planned items are completed and the 
new items are added up later on. I do not know how the Gov- 
ernment of India is agreeing to add every item to the spending 
ist. Whatever that is being asked, is added up. How the 
money is going to be provided for a gap of 13 or 14 crores; 
how the gap is going to be filled up, no one knows. No solu- 
tion has beep, $hpw& to fill up the gap. 
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The Minister for Planning and Agriculture has stated that 
our rice production has gone up by 101%. I will now come to 
the achievements. One big achievement is reserving water in 
the Tungabhadra reservoir. We have completed that. The 
second is we have removed controls and we have reached in 
production a level which assures us, which gives us a hope, 
for the future. But I am only sceptical whether this is a firm 
hope. The acreage under rice in 1950 base year was 12 lakhs 
87 thousand acres and the figures for 1953-54 provisionally 
shown is 19 lakhs 27 thousand acres. Now there is an 
appreciation of about 7 lakhs acres. If I am incorrect, the 
hon. Minister may correct me. 

(Pause) 

The jump of 7 lakhs of acres within a period of three or 
four years/ I am unable to understand properly. Even after 
spending so many erores, we have not brought under irrigation 
of canals even a portion of this acreage. This 7 lakh increase 
should be obviously under wells and tanks. In any year the 
monsoon fails, the acreage will come down by a million acre. 
Let us not take these figures of 1953-51 as a permanent fea- 
ture. We must have a perenial source of irrigation. That 
alone will save us. The Planning Minister should take suffi- 
cient care and he would be well-advised to push up with these 
projects so that the level could be maintained in an year of 
bad monsoon. 

From the point of view of production also from 3 lakhs 31 
thousand to 6 lakhs 48 thousand is a jump. I can agree there 
because by using the Japanese method or by using more and 
more improvedmanure, production per acre could have gone up. 
But I want this acreage increase to be examined. I have my 
own doubts because I do not believe the figures given by the 
village officers. When there is levy, they will show lesser 
acreage on, when there is a free market like now, any amount 
of acreage can be shown. I would ask the Planning Minister 
if he believes the statistics given by the village officers. A 
seven-lakh appreciation in acreage* under cultivation solely 
under tanks and wells, would depend only on one factor-rain 
God. If we are to depend on the rain God, we know what our 
fate would be. I want the Government to carefully examine 
the figures. The Government is a continuing institution. 
The members may come and go, but our successor must answer 
for all our mistakes. 

I am not worried about schools and hospitals. Every-* 
where we are spending less after fixing up a target- we com- 
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plain about lack of finance. There is no use of talking of such 
things. 

The Minister has promised that a discussion on planning 
would be a regular feature. I should say that it ought to be 
an annual feature and every year before we take up the budget 
of that year, we must first examine the plan. If we can exa- 
mine the plan in the session preceding the budget session, we 
will be in a position to say or to suggest to Government in 

framing or amending the budget* After 3 J years we are pre- 
sented with a picture, which is incomplete. I desired, I very 
much hoped, a statement would be given showing : These 
are the planned items. In these three years this is the ex- 
penditure planned and this is the expenditure spent and this 
is the shortfall under every item. Similarly with the physical 
■under every item. Similarly with the targets. These are the 
targets made out and the targets achieved and this is the short- 
fall in the targets. I hoped that on the financial and 
physical targets, a statement would be placed before the 
house. It will not be late even if it is placed before the budget 
session or in the beginning of the budget session. It will be 
very helpful to the members of the House. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, hon* Members will be able to say about 

their experience in the implementation of the plan in their 

districts, but so far as I am concerned, I can only make certain 

general remarks. I have done so in respect of the financial 
implication of the plan and the pyhsical targets. The Govern- 
ment, as I have suggested, would do well to come up with a 
proposal to constitute a committee of this House to go parti- 
cularly into the major items under capital works, about the 
revised estimates, and about the time factor, that is, the target 
dates, and also about certain discrepancies that we see are 
happening. If that is not done, this House will not be able 
to do justice .to the people whom it should answer and our 
discussion here will remain solely a debate or a criticism. I 
therefore appeal to the Government to come with a suggestion 
of that type and before it is done, Government should place 
more details before the Members of the House. With these 
observations I conclude my speech.
